MINUTES OF THE JUNE 11,1987 MEETING

The meeting was called to order by our Vice President, Edgar, N6OU, at 7:58 PM. 


Members and guests introduced themselves. Tom Orr, W6HT, introduced our guest 
speaker, PA3DXM. 
Ester Wolf reported the Silver stickers will be in LA next week. Edgar, 


N6OU, reported that the Board of Directors voted to move the repeater to Mt. Lukens 
and have it maintained by a commercial outfit. The cost is expected to be around $200 
a month. 

Joe, K5KT and W6SQS, brought up Brady’s QTH, which is very near KJOI’s tower. 
The Board’s objection to Brady is that he will want to be control operator of our 
repeater. It was moved and seconded that the Board’s recommendation be accepted. 
N6IC says he will contact Tom Rothwell, K6ZT, regarding our getting back on the KJOI 
tower. Someone asked Red, W6AE, about W6RR’s tower. Red replied that the site is 
above the Rose Bowl and it would be a worse site than we have now for coverage into 
the San Fernando Valley. The original dues increase to $12 was for the operating 
expense of the repeater, said Jim, KM6B. A heated discussion followed those remarks. 
In the early days we had over 300 paying members. We now have only 200. A question 
was asked about the number of cavities for the repeater we have. Six was mentioned, 
however, Steve, WGFRZ was absent, as was Marty, N6VI, who might know. No one knew for 
sure. K7EG made the original motion to accept the Board’s recommendation, seconded by 
W6GC. The motion was ammended by KM6B for the Board to spend up to $1500 to get the 
repeater working right. K7EG accepted this ammendment to his motion. The motion was 
further ammended so that free sites such as KJOI and Brady be investigated first 
before we spend money to go back to Mt. Lukens. The motion authorizes the President, 
W6AE, to sign any contracts. There is a 30 day time limit for the repeater move to be 
finished. K5KT tried to get more than 30 days but was unsuccessful. The motion was 
called and passed. 

N6AHU offered to be part of a committee and also give his time and legal 
expertise to draw up a contract with Brady, if necessary, to protect the SCDXC and our 
repeater. W6AE appointed a committee consisting of N6AHU, N6IC, and W6SOS. Wade 
Robertson, W6S5QS, a former member, rejoined the club. 

Under new business, N6AHU thought that Ray Harper, N6DKP, should be recognized in 
some appropriate way for his work as Contest Chairman and the needed shot in the arm 
he gave to the club for finally winning the trophy from the NCDXC. A motion was 
moved and seconded that Ray be honored at Visalia. The motion passed. 

Tom Orr, W6HT, announced that he had SCDXC lapel pins available in an enameled 
multi-color SCDXC design. They are $3 each. Tom is to be congratulated for taking 
this action on his own. Tom had to make 300 out of his own funds, so there is enough 
for everyone. 

The program for the evening was a slide presentation of a DXpedition to 
Liechtenstein, HBO, made a few years ago. Peter, PA3DXM, narrated his trip. A second 
slide show was courtesy of the NCDX Foundation. It was devoted to the Antarctic 
Islands, including Bouvet and Peter I. 

The prize drawing was conducted by N6éOU. Winners were: WO6Q, N6CQG, W6AE, W6EL, 
KB6V, K6FG, W6AUG, K5KT, KB5AS, KA6QHI, and K7EG. The meeting was adjourned at 10:30.
